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RECENT DEATHS. 


PuI.Lirp HICHBORN, an cld and respected citizen of 
Charlestown, Mass., died in that city May 16. He 
was the father of Nayal Constructor Philip Hich- 
born. The deceased gentlemen bad been connected 
with the Navy-yard for many years. He came from 
a family of shipbuilders and mechanics, and in his 
descendants will be preserved the family ability 
and inclination in that direction. Philip Hichborn, 
although a worker for himself and others, was not

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AIR-TIGHT SUBDIVISIONS 1N SHIPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue admirable suggestion made in “ Nature” 
(London, April 25, 1889) by Mr. J. Y. Buchanan, F. 
R. 8., with regard to the building of steamers with 
extra stroog iron decks and numerous air-tight 
subdivisions, into which, in case of damage to the 
bottom of the vessel, compressed air may be forced 
of a pressure sufficient to expel the inrusbing water, 
has called attention to a subject of vital importance 
to the ocean traveller, viz., an unsinkable vessel. 

The wonderful development of the marine engine 
in the last decade has made it possible to produce 
the fast ocean steamers of tm fh where speed, ele- 
gance, comfort are all combined ; but, where, also, 
the most vital paieeabe safety of the lives of their 
buman freight—has as yet been left an uncertain 
factor, the value of which must depend as well on 
the judgment of the commander as on the kindneas 
of Providence. 

It was proved 4 the Oregon disaster that the 
weak blow given by acommon coasting schooner 
has been sufficient to open the sidesof such a 
vessel to an extent that would have made all 
attempts to keep her afloat abortive even by means 
of compressed air; the nature and magpitude of 
the gap being such that long before adequate pres- 
sure could bave been obtained the sea bad taken 
possession of the engine and boiler rooms, exting- 
uishing the fires. 

The chance of serious disaster being caused by 
accidents to motive machinery or bull has been 
greatly reduced by the introduction of ocean twin- 
screw steamers, having duplicate sets of engines and 
boilers, separated by a longitudinal bulkhead run- 
ning the whole length of the vessel, dividing it in 
halves, each of these being again subdivided into 
smaller compartments. But, granted that such ves- 
sels are a great improvement on the egon class, 
and that they, in asimilar accident, might be but 
partially disabled, it 1s by no means ¢ertain that 
they might not, under certain conditions, prove 
quite as dapgerous. Based on precedents, it is not 
unreasonable to sup a collision between two 
such vessels in the fogs usual on our coast. Let 
them, displacing 10,000 tons and steaming at three- 
quarters speed, or at the rate of 15 knots, cross 
each other’s bow; and letit be supposed that one 
hits the other square amidships, crushing in its side 
but leaving the longitudinal bulkhead unhurt. Now, 
theoretically, or according to the designer's esti- 
mate, one or, at most, two compartments »ught te 
be filled by the sea, asthestriking vessel is supposed 
to withdraw, doing no further damage; but prac- 
tically the case would result quite differently, as the 
vessel run into would retain its headway for some 
time, while the striking vessel, not yet having ex- 
tricated itself, would be carried partly along, swing- 
ing around, crushing and tearing the side, starting 
more seams and other bulkheads, continually doing 
more and more damage until she finally backs out 
apd drops astern. 

The question pow is will a vessel provided with a 
longitudinal bulk- head, baving one side crushed in 
and the other intact, be safer than the ordinary 
vessel with only athwartship bulkheads; she may 
have sufficient buoyancy left even with three or 
four compartments filled on one side, but if her 
stability should become exhausted the first roll 
would probably end her career, and the likelihood 
of rescuing passengers and crew be even less than 
in the ordinary vessel, which would have settled 
down bodily, giving some time to lower away boats 
and rafts. 

The occurrenee of having nearly the whole side 
of the vessel crushed or ripped open by collision with 
another vessel or an iceberg is by no means improb- 
able, and (he introduction of a longitudinal! bulkhead 
in the centre line of the vessels would .n such case 
rather be an additional source of danger than a 
safe-guard, as stability may vanish far more sud- 
denly than buoyancy, thereby helping to accelerate 
the impending catastrophe. Longitudinal bulk- 
beads as a safe-guard are invaluable, if a number of 
them are introduced, as they insure stability as well 
as buoyancy and no vessel can be made really safe 
witbout them; but their introduction would tend 
to reduce the size of the compartments to such a 
degree that no adequate space would be left to con- 
tain engines or boilers. {t is the retention of these 
in the hold of ocean passenger steamers that pre- 
cludes the possibility of a safe subdivision and so 
long as they are retained such vessels will be liable 
to be sunk. 

The tendency to increase the carrying capacity of 
passengers on fast ocean steamers, making each a 
miniature city in espanatioe, demands that the 
perils of sinking an urning should be reduced to 
& minimum, and to do this engines and boilers must 
be baniehed from the hold. The practice of carry- 
ing passengers and cargo in the same vessel should 
also be given up, and the two branches separated, 
as has long been the case on our railroads. All risk 
of burning can be obviated by dispensing with the 
use of wood in any shape, whether in decks, cabin, 
etc., substituting incombustible fittingsand metallic 
ornamentation. 

By developing the principle of subdivision in 
ships to its fullest extent, a non-cargo carrying pas- 
senger steamer may be made unsinkable. The lower 
hull of such a vessel should be an entirely separate 
cellular structure, subdivided into numerous air- 
tight compartments, forming a float to extend some 
six or eight feet above the surface of the water, 
thereby giving ample reserve buoyancy even if a 
great number of cells should be pierced at the same 
time. This cellular vtructure should be capped by 
a stropg iron deck, upon which would be placed 
engines and bvuilers as well as the coal, stores, etc., 
all above water and protected by superstructures 
forming cabins, staterooms, and saloons for the ac- 
commodation of passengers. This arrange- 
ment would gaip two most decided advantages not 
possessed in the usual ocean steamer, namely, an 
almost indestructible lower hull, and the certain 
use under all circumstances of the immense steam 
power, whether for propelling the vessel or ex- 
pelling the water from dumaged compartments by 
compressed air. The importance of placing engines 
and boilers above the water line is paramount, in- 
numerable disasters having happened to steamers 
for the reason of having the fires under the boilers 
extinguished at the very moment they were most 


It will be understooa that the only unavoidable 





openings in the submerged hull are those for the 
sweep of the long counecting rods, as well as crank 
pits and shaft-tunnels, and that the subdivision can 
be carried to any extent, limited only to considera- 
tion of the weight uf the material. The stability of 
® structure carrying all its weights above water 
might seem insufficient at a first glance,but in prac- 
tice the solution of the problem lies simply in so pro- 

ortioping the lower hull that the metacentric 

eight would be ample to insure sufficient righting 
power. 

The increase of motive power necessary to drive 
such a broad vessel at a speed equal to that of the 
deep and parrow ocean racer need not be excessive, 
taking into consideration that no cargo is being car 
ried and that the draught of the vessel will always 
remain nearly statiopary. Assuming it to be possi- 
ble to construct a passenger steamer almost inde- 
structible and absolutely fireproof, it simply re- 
mains to be ascertained what the real value of such 
increased security is to the average ocean traveller. 
It is, therefore, for the public to decide whetber the 
two greatest terrors connected with transatlantic 
voyages, viz., drowning and burning, shall be ob- 
literated, and whether it is worth their while to pay 
eA Owners and companies bave nothing to do 
w . 

The absolute necessity for the introduction of air 
or watertight subdivisions in war vessels has already 
been recognized to that extent that some have over 
100 such compartments. ‘To-day it may be a debata- 
ble question whether it is wise to continue the boil- 
ers and engines in the bottom of even such vessels, 
where they cannot be fully protected against the 
effect of mine cuptaness aud where, at the same 
time, they greatly help to destroy the efficiency of 
the under-water bull, the floating endurance of 
which ought to be developed to the greatest extent. 

it is quite within the range of possibility that the 
first naval conflict will disclose the fact that mod- 
erp battle ships are sadly deficient io floating en- 
durance. To remedy such defect the foundation 
must be remodelled and the vulnerable submerged 
bull made invulnerable, not by muin force but by 
strategy. The motive power must be banisbed from 
below and placed near or above the water line, there 
te be protected to the utmost. 

Artillery must be left to take care of itself, and 
bence also the men serving it. 

Of the three factors constituting a modern fight- 
ing ship, viz.: Floating endurance, motive power 
and artillery, the latteris of the least importance; 
for if it should be entirely destroyed, leaving buoy- 
ancy and motive power unimpaired, such a combi- 
nation would still constitute a most formidable 
fighting machine in any naval battle if bandied 
skilfully as a “Ram” bya cool and daring com- 
mander. 

To the unprofessional mind it would seem but ra- 
tional that the submerged bull should be treated as 
a factor by itself, independent of motive power and 
artillery, as the usefulness of these two latter are 
entirely dependent on the staying power of the 
foundation that carry them. It is not so, however, 
with the modern naval constructor who has a pe- 
culiar way of his own of startiug bis design witb the 
upper structure, working his way down, thanking 
God, if there should be any displacement left, so as 
to have a bottom to float on.

FAVORITISM IN THR NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


“So first the right he put into one scale ; 
And then the giant strove with puissance strong 
To fill the other scale with so much wrong.” 


WHILE the attention of those interested iv the 
Pay Corps of the Navy is drawn to its welfare 
through the recent circular from the honorable 
Secretary of the Navy, defining the duty to be as- 
signed to the different grades, it seems a fitting mo- 
ment to make a few remarks upon the abuse of 
favoritism, which not only extends to that corps 
but to the entire Service, in the selections, assignu- 
ment, and shirking of a: 

It is a well known fact that for the past ten years 
or more such favoritism—social and political—has 
increased and extended to such an extent that 
those not seeking it, or perhaps not possessing it, 
are forced to do the “dirty work" and sea duty of 
those more favored. 

To enter into a detailed and comprehensive re- 
view of the enormity of this abuse would require 
an article too voluminous and too wearisome to in- 
flict upon the columus of any journal. So 1 simply 
ask your kind indulgence to permit me to recite a 
few instances of scores and scores of similar cases. 

To do so one must enter somewhat into ancient 
history—which [| know is exceeding dry reading to 
the particular class of which I write. 

There is an officer, recently ordered to duty at one 
of the most desirable Navy-yards, who for thirteen 

ears did no legitimate sea duty, and who, when 
Enally driven to the wall, selected duty on a ship 
fitting out at the New York Navy-yard. After 
about two and one-half years of sea duty on said 
ship, always alongside the dock at said Navy-yard, 
he selected his present duty. While this latter sea 
duty might, and [I think sbould, be classed as 
“ legitimate,” it isof the class reserved, and given 
tbrough favoritism: without such “influence” no 
one could or would fall heir to it. 

Avother officer, recently ordered to duty at the 
most important and desirable Navy.yard we have, 
after alternating “special duty” in Washington 
and in New York for quite ten years, was ordered 
to legitimate sea duty. He served the country at 
that duty for about eighteen months, when his 
health became so impaired he was condemned by 
medical survey and detached. In less than three 
months thereafter he so far regained bis health as 
to be able to goon “ special duty” again, to await 
the vacancy he has just been ordered to fill. And 
the officer be relieved bad served three years in that 
office and should have become availuble for sea 
duty; but he was given the receiving ship, which is 
shore duty with sea pay, at that same yard. 

And so one might continue to recite to the end of 
a ponderous chapter, of other branches of the Ser- 
vice with officers continuously on “special duty,”’ 
and on duty as * intelligence officers’ at the Navy 

partment, and as “naval attachés”’ to the various 
foreign miuisters. 

Sureiy here is a skeleton in Uncle Sam’s nautical 
closet whose dried bones should be shaken up by

the Capitol. She, like myself, would no doubt par- 
don favoritism to those who would seek it after 
doing their honest share of the sea duty to be done; 
but must point the finger of scorn at the profes- 
sional shirker who obliges the less-tavored to do 
what he is paid for doing and what he contracted to 
do when he accepted his commission.

THE ITALIAN PIEMONTE. 


THE Italian cruiser Piemonte is the latest of some 
dozen vessels of the protected cruiser class built by 
the firm of W. G. Armetropg, Mitchell and Co., in- 
cluding the Esmeralda, built in 1882-83, and the 
Dogali, built in 1886. Cord Armstrong, who bas for 
several years past strongly advocated the construc- 
tion of this class of war vessel, has enumerated as 
their chief features: “Great speed and nimbleness 
of movement combined witb great offensive power,” 
and “little or no side armor, but otherwise con- 
structed to minimize the effect of projectiles.”” The 
Piemonte is 300 ft. long, 38 ft. broad, and 15 ft. mean 
draught, and her displacement is 2,500 tons. She has 
a protective deck with sloping sides from stem to 
stern, which is 1 in. thick along the middle, and 3 in. 
thick on the slopes. Her armament consists of six 
6 in. quickfiring guns, six 4% in. quickfiring guns, 
ten 6 pdr. Hotchkiss guns, six 1 pdr. Hotchkiss guns, 
four 10 mm. Maxim guns, and three torpedo tubes; 
and her speed is upwards of 21 knots. ‘our of the 
6 in. guns, and the six 4% in. guns are carried upon 
the upper deck, the 6 1n. guns being sponsoned out 
so as to enable the two foremost to fire mght ahead 
and the two aftermost to fire right astern; one of 
the remaining 6 in. guns is placed op the forecastle, 
and the other on the poop. All of these guns have 
considerable arcs of training, as indicated upon the 
plan of weather deck. Four of the 6 pdr. quickfir- 
ing guns bave right ahead fire; two of these are 
placed under the forecastle, and two upon the after 
end of the forecastle; and four of these guos have 
right aft fire, two being placed under the poop and 
two upon the fore end of the poop. The otvher two 
6 pdrs. and two of the 1 pdrs. are placed on the top- 
sides. Each of the two lower tops carries twol pdr. 
Hotchkiss guns, and each of the two upper tops two 
10 mm. Maxim guns. One of the torpedo tubes fires 
directly ahead, and one on each broadside from a 
torpedo chamber immediately before the machinery 
spaces. The Piemonte is the first vessel armed with 
the new Elswick quickfiring gun, all of the 6 in. and 
4% in. guns being of this pattern. Lord Armstrong, 
in speaking of this vessel recently, said: ** She will 
be capable of discharging against an adversary in a 
given time twice the weight of shot and shell that 
eould be fired by the largest war vessel now ufloat, 
not excluding the leviathan battleships of five or 
six times her size, which could ill withstand the tor- 
rent of shell which the Piemonte could pour into 
the large unarmored portions of their structure.” 
All apertures through the armor deck which would 
couve to be opened in action are provided with 
cofferdams rising 4 ft. above water, and all openings 
are fitted with armor covers or armor bars. Both 
below and above the armor deck the ship is sub-di- 
vided into a large number of water tight compart- 
ments. Each set of engives is in a s¢parate compart- 
ment, and each pair of boilers is in a separate com- 
partoent. She has an inner bottom and ber buoy- 
ancy and stability in consequence 13s believed to be 
assured, the various devices adopted, even 
against modern shell fire. 

Lord Armstgong, in the Nineteenth Century for 
May, maintains enpotier advantages which a fleet of 
Piemontes would have over the large battleships. 
Per contra, it is contended that.a vouple of 9 inch 
shells would do more damage thap the whole of a 
Piemonte's broadside could do in return; and two 
such 9 :nch or 10 inch shells explodingafter piercing 
her side would probably put her hors de combat. 
But Lord Armstrong believes that “steel is a very 
treacherous material ’’ and be possibly counts upon 
the heavy guns doing more damage to those that 
fire them than to those at whom they are aimed. 








NICKEL ALLOYED STEEL. 


In some remarks before the Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute in England, Dr. W. H. White, Director of Naval 
Coustruction, said: * The best.steel plates that had 
ever been fired at had been the production of Eng- 
lish makers, and had been put to test in this country 
within the last year. One plate tried had been 
shown to possess the self same qualities as that re- 
ferred to by the author in his paper, and an exam- 
ple of which was shown in the room. The maker of 
a plate sent to Portsmouth for trial held the theory 
that it was possible to produce in the process of 
manufacture and by chemical means the same 
qualities which were generally supposed to be only 
attainable by mechanical treatment. This view was 
embodied in the plate he submitted for test, and al- 
though it was not all that could have been desired, 
so far as the principle was concerned, the manufac- 
turer was successful. Nothing could be more satis- 
factory than to find the same views carried out in 
the manner described by the author, and if without 
touching too much on the commercial side, bo might 
venture to hope that there was a prospect of armor 
being produced asa mere casting, fitted to the ship's 
shape, those who have the designing of war vessels 
would be delighted to experieuce such a welcome 
relief. Before, however, this could be looked on as 
an accomplished fact, the tests would have to be 
long and severe.” The subject under discussion was 
the alloying of steel with nickel, for which British 
patents were taken out by M. Marbeau about 15 
months ago. 

Mr. J. F. Hall, the manager of Jessop's Works at 
Sheffield, said that he had tested a nickel-steel gun 
barrel, which ultimately gave way witb 15 drachms 
of powder and 3% ounces of shot used with double 
wadding. The ordinary charge was 3 drachms of 
powder and an ounce of shot. A year ago the Gov- 
ernment gave his firm an order for a 6-in. experi- 
mental gun. That gun was approaching completion, 
and was made of nickel steel. When fired he shoul 
have not the slightest hesitation in pulling the lan- 
yard when the loading was full proof charge. He 
had been trying experiments with nickel steel for 
many years, but formerly he had gone beyond very 
small percentages until about two years ago, when 
he bad increased the proportion to over 2 per cent. 
and upwards. A tensile strength of 9 tons with 8 
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per cent. elongation had been given, but he had 
gone as high as 97 tons and over? per cent. elonga- 
tion. That was the bighest he had been able to get, 
but he thought it cught to content every one. 








THE YANTIC IN A HURRICANE. 


Tue U. 8. 8. Yantic, which arrived at New York 
May 24 from a cruise in search of derelicts, encoun- 
tered a terrific hurricane on May 21, was thrown on 
her beam ends and lost her foremast, main and 
mizzen topmasts, and several boats, besides sustain- 
ipg other damage. Commander Rockwell said toa 
reporter in reference to the subject: ‘** Everything 
went well until we reached latitude 38 deg. north, 
longitude 68 deg. west, May 21. That afternoon 
about 3,30 we were struck by a hurricane from the 
south, which lasted until 6.30 at mgbt. Everything 
had been made as snug as possible, but the force of 
the wind was terrific, and at the height of the storm 
we were thrown on our beam ends. The sea, which 
was very high, climbed directly into the steam 
launch, which was on the lee side, and filled it with 
water. Orders were ut once given to cut away the 
launch, but the loss of its weigbt still failed to right 
us. [t¢ was then found necessary to cut away the 
foremast, and that went by the board, carrying 
with it the maintopmast and later the mizzentop- 
mast. The ship then righted, and though strained 
and leaking slightly, she was finally got before the 
wind. For two days we had been running away 
from the cyclone from the southeast. We were on 
our beam ends for over an bour.” 

Advices from the Navy-yard, Brooklyn, state 
that the Yantic is more generally and badly dam 
aged than was at first sunposed, and it is asserted 
that the vessel is * hogged.” 

A board of survey has been called to decide 
whether it is advisable to attempt any repair. Con- 
sidering the extent of the damage, it is feared that 
the cost will exceed 20 per cent. of the vessel's orig- 
inal value. If this be the case there remains nothing 
to do but condemn the Yantic. Her officers suffered 
considerable loss from injury to their clothing and 
personal effects. 

The vew British cruiser Buzzard, arrived at New 
York, May 23, from Bermuda—steaming up the bay 
at about 12 knots an bour and anchoring off Com- 
munipaw fiats. She presepted a handsome appear- 
ance. Her wission at New York was caused by the 
admiral commanding the North American station 
desiring to forward without delay important de- 
spatches to the English Admiralty. En route, a 
heavy gale was encountered in almost the same 
latitude and longitude as that experienced by the 
U.S. 8. Yantic, and asit was on the same day, it 
must have been one and the same. The Buzzard 
did some tremendous rolling, diving head under at 
nearly every sea, until her engines were slowed 
down, when she began to make better weatber of it. 
Otherwise than shipping considerable water and 
playing bavoc generally about decks, the cruiser 
suffered no injury iu any part,and great was her 
surprise to see the Yantic steam up the bay with her 
spars whip out and to learn later that she re- 
ceived her drubbing in the same tussle as that which 
the Buzzard encountered. But the British cruiser's 
powerful engines (triple expansion) possessing power 
sufficient to drive ber over 15 knots an hour, coupled 
with the fact that her engine and fireroom are pro 
vided with a system of watertight compartments 
and imperviogs hatchways, rendered her getting 
along comparatively easy. 








SEA PAY AND SHORE PAY. 


Tue Court of Claims on January 21 dismissed the 
claim of Passed Assistant Paymaster Joho Corwine 
for sea pay while serving on board the monitors at 
City Point, his orders to duty there specifying that 
the duty was shore duty. The decision turned upon 
the determination of this question: ** While being 
at sea is necessary to the performance of sea duty, 
does the performance of any duty in a ship at sea 
impress upon tbe duty the character of sea service 
or being at sea?” The court decided that the de- 
signation by the Secretary of the Navy of particular 
duty does not of itself determine its legal character. 
In the construction of the statutes the court must 
look into the sub:tantial essence of the transaction; 
and determine the will of the Legislature upon that 
basis, and not upon a mere "1 "x ~ 

It is held that the facts in the Symonds case 
and the Strong case, which were cited as precedents, 
differ from what is found in this case,and, upon 
that difference, the cases decided by this court avd 
afirmed by the Supreme Cuourt may be differ- 
entiated. The order of the Secretary of the Navy 
in the cases decided by the Supreme Court, “ in 
which the judgment of the court was in favor of 
the claimant, was overcome by the peculiar facts in 
each case, showing the character of the service to be 
the reverse of the designation as specified in the 
order of the Department.” 

The Court of Claims (Weldon, J.,) say: 

It is said in the Symonds Case (21 C. Cis. R., 154), the words 
at sea and performed at sea, as used in the statutes, do not 
mean on the “high seas” beyond the sight of land, but 
upon the waters of the sea, subjected to such restrictions, 
regulations and requirements as are incident to service at 
sea. It will be seen by the words of this quotation that it 
is not the mere location or condition of the ship that deter- 
mines the right of pay, but the condition of the ship, with 
reference to the sea, qualified with the further condition of 
being “ subjected to such restrictions, regulations and re- 
quirements as are incident to service at sea.” The terms

FUTURE OF OUR NAVY. 


At the recent Loyal Legion Banquet in Chicago, 
Col. A. F. Stevenson, in response to the toast of Our 
Navy, oriefly reviewed the glorious bistury of 
achievements in the War of 1812 and during the 
years from 186] to 1865, concluding as follows: 

But. you_may ask, ** What of our Navy of the 
future?” The enormous debt caused by our Civil 
War has, up to the present time, made it almost im- 
possible to copstructa navy. But the nation that 
produced an Ericsson at the proper moment to re- 
volutionize in a day the whole naval warfare of the 
world, that produced a Gatling, whose marvellous 
invention equals a regiment in the velocity of its 
firing, that produced the inventors of guns throw- 
ing dynamite with the greatest accuracy, with new 
factories producing guns aod steel superior to all 
made by the rest of the world, with a treasury rup- 
nicg over with money, can we not bope that ina few 
years from now the United States will reassert and 
regain her rightful supremacy to the vast oceans of 
the world? 

And, so, companions, I would ask you to-night, 
bas not this Commandery, which has bad enrolled 
among its members a Grant, a Sheridan, and a 
Logan, sufficient influenve to make itself felt, and to 
insist that our National policy be so shaped that we 
may again possess a navy so powerful that it will 
not fear any nation in the world, and a merchant 
marine so great that io every harbor of the earth 
sball again be seen the national emblem of tbis re- 
public, assuring the oppressed that the liberty of 
wan sball always be preserved on this vast contin- 
ent of ours? - 

Referring to the conduct of our Naval officers at 
Samoa, the N. Y. Tribune recently said: *Tbere has 
been no achievement in American naval history 
that has reflected greater credit on the Service than 
the splendid bearing and heroic endurance of the 
officers of these doomed ships. Nature overpowered 
them, but they fought a good fightand did what 
they could for the honor of the American name. 
The habit of sneering at the Navy and mdiculing 
the pretensions of the officers to be as intelligert 
and skilful a body of men as can be found under 
any flag is one that is easily formed durin iping 
times of peace. The antiquated ships remaining in 
service and the loss of national prestige through 
neglect to keep the fleet abreast with European 
navies have tended to lower the standing of the offi- 
cersin the estimation of the country. The catas- 
trophe at Apia silences cavilling critics, and sets the 
real character of the Service in its true light. Amer- 
icans now know that they have no cause to be 
ashamed of their Naval force as a well officered and 
carefully disciplined fighting service. The ships are 
hopelessly behind the times and unworthy of a na- 
tion of sixty millions, but the officers and men are 
conspicuous now, as they bave ever been in the past, 
for courage, endurance and practical seamanship. 
The conduct of the admiral, officers and men on 
shore after the loss of their vessels was almost as 
noteworthy as their splendid bebavior during the 45 
hours’ battle with the tempest.” 








COURT OF CLAIMS. 


AN ENLISTED MAN NOT ENTITLED TO TRAVEL PAY 
AND ALLOWANCES ON PROMOTION. 


LIEUTENANT CARL ReicHMAnn, 24th U. S. Iof., 
was appointed 2d lieutenant August 4, 1884, and dis- 
cbarged as an enlisted man Aug. 7, (to date from 
Aug. 6, 1884. He brought suit in the Court of Claims 
to recover travel pay and commutation of sub - 
sistence from the place of his discharge to the place 
of his enlistment, under Sec. 1290 R. 8.. which allows 
this to an honorably discharged soldier. The court 
dismisses the petition, saying: * in our opinion the 
claimant’s case does not eome within the letter or 
the spirit of the law. He was not ‘discharged from 
the service,’ as required by the language of the 
statute before he could become entitied te trans- 
portation or commutation; but he was discharged 
as an enlisted man, according to the very words of 
his discharge. He was promoted, and that of iteelf 
released him from his enlistment. No discharge 
was necessary, and none, such as the statute con- 
templates, was given. He was continuously in ser- 
vice, and was never for a moment in a condition to 
demand transportation in kind, nor to go where he 
pleased. On the very day of bis appointment, three 
days before his formal discharge as an enlisted man, 
he was ordered, as a second heutenant, to join his 
company at a distant place in the Indian Territory, 
to which he proceeded. For that he was paid mile- 
age asap officer at a rate greater than he would 
have been entitled to for transportation and subsist- 
enceif he bad been discharged from the service, 
The Government did better by him than to hold 
him to his original contract of five years’ enlist- 
ment with soldier's pay and transportation to the 

lace whence be came upon honorable discharge 

rom the service. it released him from that con- 
tract in the midst of the term, and promoted him 
to bean officer. with better duty and higher pay, 
and so never discharged him from the service.’ 








MACHINE GUNS FOR INFANTRY. 


A Britisu artillery officer, Major Anderson, re- 
cently lecturing before the Uni Service [nstitu- 
tioo. Simla, on machine guos, estimates the ma- 
chive gun as equal to fifty rifles. The advantages 
of the gua are, be contends: 1. The power of open- 
ing an effective fire at long ranges, say from 2,000 up 
to about 800 yards at a rate for a Lrigade of 3,200 
shots a minute, which is equivalent to the fire of 
1,500 men. 2. With this sid the attacking line 
could advance in full force, not leaving Fm | 
one bebind for long-range firing, so that the full 

ower of the brigade, bar, and ninety-six men could 
be utilised for the attack proper, and could, under 
favorable circumstances, be placed under cover 
about 600 yards from the enemy in full strength. 
3. As the men would reach this point with their 
pouches (and pockets, if necessary,) fuli, there 
would be no fear of a want of ammunition, and the 
difficulties inberent in the supply of ammunition 
in the field would be sensibly diminisbed, and that 
at the most critical point in the whole day—the 
moment when the troops close, Pisani, & ® ad- 
vance baving been made without firing, the whole 
yondition of the men would be calmer, steadier and 
léss excited than if they bad, as is the ordinary 





custom, advanced from 1,200 cr 1,500 yards, firing at 


every 50 or 100 paces. Their shoulders would be 
strong aod fresh to commence firing from; and, 
lastly, their rifles would be cool. 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


In a recent paper on explosives, Mr. C. Napier 
Hake stated that a dynamite cartridge 1 in 
length occupied only 1-24.000th part of a second in 
explosion. At this rate a ton of dynamite car- 
tridges about %& in. diameter, plaved end to end, and 
measuring one milein length, would be consumed 
in about \& of a second by detonating a cartridge at 
either end; while a similar train, if simply ignited, 
would occupy several minutes for ita combustion. 
Referring to the operation of the Explosive Act of 
1875, Mr. Hake said that during the years 1868-70, in- 
clusive, when no sort of inspection existed, the an- 
nual fatalities amounted to forty-three. The aver- 
age number for the four years preceding the act 
was thirty-seven, with thirty-three factories at 
work. There are now I1l2 factories in operation, 
moor of them manufacturing pew explosives, and 
yet in 1888 only six fatal accidents were recorded. 
Of the 400 varieties of explosives described in Major 
Cundill’s “ Dictionary of Explosives,” very few 
have come into use. 





Russian officials have tested and reported favora- 
bly upon a Russian invention for upplying the re- 
volver principle to the barrels of Berdan rifies. It 
is said that by this arrangement a machine gun is 
obtained which will fire 480 shots a minute. 





The treatment of steel by hydraulic pressure 
was the subject of a paper read before the London 
Ivstitution of Civil Engineers, May 7, by Mr. Wil- 
liam Henry Greenwood. He traced the develop- 
ment of the bydraulic press for the fluid compree- 
sion of steel, commencing with the erection. in 1868, 
iv the works of Sir Joseph Whitworth and Co., of a 
250-ton press, with a 12-in. cylinder, designed more 








especially for the compression of the metal for steel 
shells. e presented the following comparison be- 
tween the pressed and unpressed ingots:

The Turkish correspondent of the Revue du Cer- 
cle Militaire states that a commission of Turkish 
and German officers, which in 1886 experimented 
with certain rifies, and proclaimed the superiority 
of the 1l-mm, Mauser to all the others, propose 
the immediate purchase of 200,000 of them from 
Germany. The Sultan was about to ratify this, 
whev he was informed that it was a plot to make 
Turkey take over old German weapons, badly 
transformed, from the arsenal of Spandau. The 
arrangement was set aside, and Herr Mauser was 
called in, who offered to provide a special calibre 
of 9}¢-mum.; but, says the correspondent, the Otto- 
man treasury has beeu unable to make its prowised 
advances, and the factory of Oberndorf has veen 
ipvapable of producing the rifles rapidly, so that 
now only 45,000 bave been delivered, and there is 
talk of modifying the commission to meet a desire 
for a calibre of 8-mm.

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COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


=n the case of a soldier recently tried at Washington Bar- 
racks for, while awaiting trial, insubordinatety refusing to 
work, the reviewing authority. Major-Gen. Howard, savs: 
“ The findings are disapproved. the evidence vot sustaining 
the allegation that the conduct of the prisoner was wilfully 
insubordinate as alleged, but, on the contrary, showing bim 
to have been quiet in bis rafusal to labor after faticue call, 
and eubmissive in bis obedience to the subsequent orders of 
the officer of the day to return immediately to bis work. 
On another ground also the findings are disapproved. G.O. 
No. 38. of 1888, now embodied in paragraph 999, Rev. Reg. 
of 1889, ex v declare that ‘ enlisted men in confinement 
awaiting trial will vot_be sept out to work witb prisoners 
undergoing sentence. While thus confined they will be 
given sufficient daily exercise under the supervision of a 
guard: and they may, in the discretion of the commanding 
officer. be required to attend drills, and perform such labor 
as is habitually —— of soldiers.’ The meaning of this 
regulation unqt nably is, thet a soldier awaiting trial 
only. and therefore by presumption of law innocent, is not 
to be treated as if guilty. He may and must be dealt with, 
not as a convict, but asa soldier. He may be comneliled to 
labor. but under the same conditions as are applied to his 
comrades not under arrest. He is entitled, equally with 
them, to release from labor at the usual bour of recall. He 
is to be employed in tasks such as are properly given to sol- 
diers to orm ; not in those of » menial nature. to which 
it is proper to assign convicted offenders only. He may be 
made to drill, because that is an honorable duty; and for 
the same reason may be made to perform such labor as is 
habitually required of soldiers. But he is not. until duly 
convicted by a court, to be regarded as degraded and dis- 
graced by confinement under a charge: for of this charge 
be may prove to be wholly innocept. The evidence in the 
present case would seem to show that the treatment at 
Wasbington Barracks of rrisoners awaiting trial is not that 
prescribed by paragraph 999, Rev. Reg.. quoted above. This 
prisoner and another worked with convicts, at the same 
each day as convicts are 
there compelled to work. In fixing the bours during which 
labor shall be exacted, it is in testimony that no distinction 
is made between prisoners. *The sun governs the time for 
prisoners. All prisoners do the same work.’ Still another 
ground presents itself for comment. It is stated by the 
prisover at his trial; and, at least, the statement is not con- 
tradicted ; that before refusing to continue to labor on the 
day alleged, he bad been kept at work for nine davs in the 
heat, until 6.50 Pp. mM. daily, without charges ertered against 
him on the guard report. This may not be true; if trv, it 
in a violation of the law as embodied in paragraph 1001, Rev. 
-, 1889, which demands immediate attention and correc- 
tion. The prisoner's action, for which he has now heen 
brought to trial, seems to bave been intended as a protest, 
in the only effective method supposed by him to remain, 
pst treatment which he well knew to be distinctly for- 
bidden in orders, and therefore unlawful. The sentence is 
disapproved, and the soldier will be released from confine- 
ment under these charges.” (G. C. M. O. 44, Div. Atl., 1889.) 








THE HORSE KNEW GIS MAN. 


Nor long ago there was a certain English general 
in India who had the misfortune to be extremely 
fatand heavy. His private charger was a big ani- 
mal, well up to his weight, if any horse could be so, 
but of such a disobliging character that be utterly 
refused to carry his master. Whenever the general 
came out to mount him, the horse would throw him- 
self flaton the ground and refuseto get up. Fin- 
ally, the general sold him. Two vears afterward the 
same officer went to the frontier on a tour of in- 
8 ion, and as he travelled ina palanquin he was 
obliged to borrow a charger for review purposes. 
There was some difficulty in finding one up to bis 
weight. “ At length,” so the story runs, “ an officer 
resigned to him a powerful horse for the occasion, 
which was brought out, duly caparisoved in front 
of the line. The general came forth from his tent 
and proceeded to mount. but the instant the 
horse saw him advance he flung himself fiat upon 
the sand, and neither blows nor entreaties could in- 
duce him to rise. It was the general’s old charger, 
who from the moment of quitting bis service had 
never once practiced the artifice until bis second 
meeting. The general, who was an exoceedinglv 
good humored mao, joined heartily in the universal 
shout that rang tbrough tbe whole line on wituess 
ing this ludicrous affair.’’— Boston Post.

The Union flag of this certificate is com- 
posed of 13 alternate red and white stripes and a 
white Union, in which is painted the present arms 
of the United States adopted in 1782.

Tue Commandant of the Navy-yard, Norfolk, Va., 
has informed the Navy Department that the Pensa. 
cola was floated out of the dry dock on Saturday, 
aod was in excellent condition. 


THE steamship Alvena, which sailed Saturday for 
Greytown, Nicaragua, carried about 50 men and a 
_——. of stores for the opening werk on the Nic- 
aragua Canal. Ten engineers and 500 native laborers 
are waiting for this party to begin operations. As 
soon as the Alvena arrives a pier will be built at 
Greytown and the harbor will be dredged. 

PANAMA despatches report that the commission 
sent out by the Jamaica Government has already 
sent away 4,000 people who were employed on the 
canal, and he has issued tickets for 3, more, and 
these will leave by the earliest steamers. The want 
of steamers causes much and severe suffering, an’ 
the people are congregated at the different depots 
with their tickets in their hands, but without food, 
and almost without shelter, although a tropical wet 
season is in its full energy. 

ADMIRAL KIMBERLY has reported to the Navy De- 
partment, under date of Auckland, May 27: “Sam- 
oan natives disbanding. Peace prevails.’’ A tele- 
gram from San Francisco, Muy 29, announces that 
the steamship Alameda, of the Oceanic line, will 
stop at Apia, Samoa, on her return trip, and take on 
board Admiral Kimberly and 75 survivors of the 
Trenton and Vandalia, under an arrangement made 
with the Navy Department. The Alameda is ex 
pected to arrive there about July 6. 

AccoRDING to the pegeatation made by the 
friends of Mr. Blaine of his purposes in the Behriug 
Sea matter, a “vigorous” assertion is to be made by 
the United States on the Pacific Coast of the rightto 
jurisdiction over half of Behring Sea. The disposi- 
tion of Great Britain in Bebring Sea is supposed to 
be to assist the United States in the protection of 
the seal fisheries, but it is understood that whatever 
assistance is vouchsafed in that direction would not 
be construed to indicate an abandonment of the in- 
ternational circuit or the admission that the United 
States is entitled to exclusive Davigation or control

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AT the request of the State Department fora 
wan of-war to be permanentiy located at Honolulu, 
Secretary Tracy bas informed the State Department 
that the Adams, now at the Mare Island Navy-yard, 
will leave in a few days for that port, and will re- 
main there until relieved by some other vessel of the 
squadron.

A PRIVATE letter from Apia, in describing the re- 
cent gale, says the tirst boat to plunge into the surf, 
in attempting to lacd a party, was the first cutter 
of the Nipsic, under the command of Chief Evgineer 
Hall. The boat contained the surgeon and the sick. 
The surgeon was twice washed out of the cutter, 
and was, fortunately, thrown back by the waves. 
The next boat was not so fortunate, for she swamped 
in the surf and the crew was lost. 


On the application of Secretary Windom orders 
have been telegraphed the commandant of the 
Navy-yard, Mare Island, Cal., to furnish the revenue 
cutter Rush with one or more Gatling cuns. The 
Rush was to leave San Francisco May 30 for Beh- 
ripg Sea, and in anticipation of trouble with the il- 
licit sealers it was deemed advisable to increase her 
armament as much as possible. A couple of Gatling 
guns belonging to the old flagship Hartford have 
‘been secured, with the necessary amount of ammu- 
nition required. 

THE appointment of a Board of Civil Engineers 
to investigate and report upon the requirements of 
the New York Navy-yard will be shortly followed 
by a similar board with reference to the League Is- 
land yard. Owing to some defect of details, the 
[a ee aud specifications for the sea wall at League 

sland have been recalled, and are now undergoing 
some modification before the work is started. ‘The 
plan of the Bureau of Yards and Docks is to havea 
comprehensive plan cf improvement for League 
island, so thatin the future appropriation may be 
expended under some definite scheme. Work on 
the dry dock is pregressing satisfactorily, and the 
projected railroad to the yard is still under con- 
sideration, with every prospect of a favorable ar- 
rangement being made for its early construction. 


ConGREss at its last session appropriated $40,090 
for the improvement of Whitney Basin, at the New 
York Navy-yard. As this amount is entirely inade- 
quate for the work in band, with a desire to avoid 
the needless expense and unsatisfactory results at- 
tending the expenditure of money in driblets upon 
a large work, a Board has beep appointed, headed 
Sy Rear Admiral Braine, to make a careful exam- 
ination of the New York Yard, and Whitney Basin 
in particular, with a view to recommending a sym- 
metrical efficient plan of improvement which will 
result in the deepening of the basin, the erection of 
fitting out works there, and its enclosure with solid 
banks of granite and concrete, so as to make avail- 
able the entire expanse of 12 acres. The Board is 
also expected to consider the advisibility of opening 
up and making available the land recently acquired 
in the vicinity of the new dry dock. 


THE London Engineer gives this extract from the 
Christchurch Press, = pd the main facts will inter- 
est its readers, but full credence is impossible with 
the claim of 25 per cent. higher calormfic value: 
Captain Kane, of H. M. S. Calliope, in his report 
to Admiral Fairfax of the disaster at Samoa, and 
his own escape from shipwreck, states that, when 
steaming out of Apia inthe teeth of the storm, the 
indicated ho1se-power was greater, though the en- 
gines were “‘ racing,” than at the Calliope’s trial at 
full speed in smooth water. This speed was attrib 
utable to the coal used. When the fleet was in Wel- 
lington the various ships took ina quantity of West- 
port coal, and the Herald also brought to Auckland 
560 tons o1 it, which were distributed to the ships of 
tbe fleet in port. Tbe Calliope had Westport coal on 
board—coal which the engineer of H. M. 8. Nelson 
regarded as the best coal in the world, having 25 
per cent. more steaming power than Newcastle. 
The warships exclusively use Westport when they 
can get it. 


Captain N. H. Farquuar, U. 8. N., commanding 
U.S. 8. Trenton, arrived in Washington on Sunday 
evening last from Samoa. On Monday morning he 
had a longinterview wita the Secretary of the Navy, 
and the Secretary then accompanied him to the 
State Department and an interview with Mr. Blaine 


took place. Captain Farquhar was the re- 
ctpient of the most congratulatory greeting 
vy all his brother officers and _ friends in 
ashington. One and all united in their 


praise of the gallant captain, who showed so much 
coolness in the trying times he had lately passed 
through, and for the admirable seamanship showed 

him during the late hurricane at Samoa, and the 
discipline shown by the fact that with a crew of 450 
he did not lose a man. His ordering the Trenton’s 
erew to cheer the English ship, while a horrible and 
almost instant death seemed staring them in the face, 
adds another bright star to the glory of the Ameri- 
can Navy. Capt. Farquhar was entertained at din- 
ner by the President of the United States, and offi- 
cial matters prevented him from accepting an invi- 
tation from the Secretary of State. He will remain 
in command of the Trenton till the ship’s accounts 
are settled. He left for his home in Pottsville, Pa., 
on Wednesday morning.

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A COMPANY has been formed in England, of whic b 
Admiral Sir Henry Keppel is chairman, to explore 
the hulk of the French man-of war Orient, which 
was sunk in Aboukir Bay in 1798 by Nelson. Lieut. 
Ponsonby, R. N., who has been employed in the 
Egyptian Coastguard, bas reported the results of 
his examination of the wreckage in the bay by 
means of divers. He has laid down the positions of 
the Orient and four other vessels, and as it is gen- 
erally believed that Napoleon, when at Malta, pre- 
vious to sailing for Egypt, shipped on board the 
Orient specie to the value of $3,000,000, besides two 
immense silver gates, the spoil of a raid upon a 
Roman Catholic church in Valetta, and an immense 
quantity of other unenumerated valuables, it is 
plain that an effort to recover so rich a prize is 
worth undertaking. A number of articles of all 
kinds have been recovered already, but there have 
not been the necessary appliances for undertaking 
the work in a practical manner. Besides which, 
the ships are completely covered with a hard coat- 
ing of deposit from the Nile, and the decks and 
sides required to be broken in with dynamite 
cartridges. 





PayMAsTerR J. W. Wuam, U.S. A., is quoted as 
being very emphatic in his eulogy of the good fight 
made by the colored soldiers on the occasion of the 
recent robbery in Arizona. He says he never saw 
a lot of soldiers come nearer doing their whole duty 
They returned the fire promptly and fougbt man- 
fully, and much better than ordinarily could be ex- 
pected of soldiers not used to being under fire. 
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CAVEAT CAPTOR. 


THE case of Dawson v. Walker, decided not long 
since in the Queen's Bench Division of the High 
Court of Justice in England, is of great interest to 
many gentlemen whose business or pleasure may 
bring them in contact with exhilarated devotees of 
Bacchus, and who are induced by their respect for 
decorum and di-gust for the vagaries of drunken- 
hess to interfere with the toper’s liberty. The case 
is this : 

Mr. Walker had been indulging his taste for 
brandy in a public house, and his unrestricted im- 
bibition bad so warmed the cockles of his heart as 
to cause him to run after the landlady’s daughter, 
The landlady requested Mr. Dawson, there present, 
to take Mr. Walker away, as the latter gentleman 
had much difficulty with bis legs at the moment, 
disentangled them only after repeated endeavors 
and manifested a pronounced attachmert for the 
tavern floor. Mr. Dawson called in the assistance 
of three friends; and in effecting the expulsion 
these held the reveller by the arms while Dawson 
grasped the collar of his coat. Walker kicked and 
struggled, as even the gentlest-mannered drunkard 
sometimes will; and at length, whether purposely 
or by good luck, put his foot between Mr. Dawson’s 
legs, threw bim down and burt his avkle. By this 
time some policemen had come along, whereupon 
the obstreperous Bacchinal exclaimed, ‘‘ Let me go, 
that I may have a go at the Bobbies.” Whetber the 
policemen ran him in after beating bis head into a 
jelly, as isthe admirable custom in this, our land 
of freedom, does not appear ; but what alone con- 
cerns our reader is that Mr. Dawson thought him- 
self to have been treated with the grossest kind of 

unkindness by Walker, and brought a suit for 
damages in the county court for injury to his ankle. 
The county court gave judgment for $250 in his 
favor in the following concise terms : 

“A man sees another present a pistol at a person, threat- 
ening to shoot him, and be interferes. The man then turns 


on bim and burts him. That 1s exactly tbis case. Verdict 
for plaintiff, titty pounds damages.” 


On appeal, the Lord Chief Justice has reversed 
this judgment, expressing much regret at being 
obliged to do so; ‘‘ for,” he said: 

“The merits are clearly with the plaintiff.” “The defend- 
ant bad got beastly drunk, had run after a young girl, and 
had expressed a lively desire to assault the police.” 

But the judge failed, he said, to see that there 
was any evidence of an assault by the defendant 
upon the plaintiff. The latter, it was admitted, -had 
hold of the tipsy man’s collar, and the toper natur- 
ally dislike being thus collared and resisted. ‘* The 
legs of the parties became entangled and the plain- 
tiff was thrown down and injured.” 

In concurring with the views of the Lord Chief 
Justice, Mr. Justice Manistzy pointed out that the 
first assault had clearly been committed by the 
plaintiff in seizing the defendant by the collar of 
his coat. ‘‘The remainder of the affair was so much 
chance-medley, and for any sinister incident there- 
in, the defendant could not be held legally respon- 
sible, at least in a civil sense.” 

The Lord Chief Justice seems to make his deci- 
sion turn on the point that the defendant was too 
drunk to be responsible. ‘‘ Beastly drunk,” he 
says. But by what right does he sayso? The man 
could run after a girl; he could conceive a wish to 
have a go with the police; he could trip up an 
assailant. If he had been beastly drunk, surely he 
could have done none of these things. ‘‘ If a man 
be drunk,” says the moralist, ‘‘and knows he is 
drunk, he is not drunk; but if he is drunk and does 
not know he is drunk, be is drunk indeed.” 

Was the defendant in this case so drunk that he 
knew he was drunk, or so drunk that he didn’t 
know he was drunk? Evidently the former was his 
condition. He knew he was drunk and knew, 
therefore, enough to trip up his friend the enemy, 
by whom he was collared, and do him injury. If 
this theory be correct then the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Manisty is as full of errors as that of my 
Lord Chief Justice. The fracture of Mr. Dawson’s 
leg was the not unnatural result of a deliberate 
purpose to upset and was no chance medley. Was 
not the decision of the County Court correct after 
all? Has not every bystander a right to save a 
frightened damsel from the terrors of a pursuing 
drunkard by forcibly interfering to eject that 
drunkard from the scene of his violence? Is there 
any peculiar sanctity in a gentleman’s collar? Has 





not every bystander a right to seize a tipsy reMan 
by the collar, but is it not his moral duty also, if no 
more convenient handle presents itself? Surely, 
there can be but one answer to such a question. 





CLAIMS FOR LONGEVITY RATIONS. 


As Second Comptroller Butler has allowed the 
longevity pay claim of the heirs of General Grant, 
the way is now clear for the early settlement of 
several thousand claims of Army officers and their 
heirs, representing at least a million and a half 
dollars. ‘These claims are based upon the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the case of Watson, who claimed 
the right to count bis period of service at the Mili 
tary Academy 4s cadet in computing his longevity 
pay. Tbe Court allowed the claim, but applied the 
statute of limitation toa portion of the amount 
claimed for the reason that the Coart of Claims, 
through which the case reached the hig3er court, 
did not have jurisdiction over cases of more than 
six years old. Whetkber this applied to claims of a 
similar character pending before the accounting 
officers of the Treasury became a question for ar- 
gument. The Auditor took the ground that there 
was no law defining the time in which claims should 
be settled by the Treasury, and therefore promptly 
allowed the Grant case. The Comptroller has now 
adhered to that opinion, and the accounting officers 
will take up at once and certify to Congress for ap- 
propriation the several hundred claims already 
pending and the many others yet to come. 

As Cowptrollers’ decisions do not make law we 
do vot think it necessary to give the argument upon 
which Comptroller Butler bases his conclusioas, as 
the decision is in favor of the claimants under his 


ruling. His conclusions are as follows: 


1. In computing the longevity rations for service between 
July 5, 1838, and March 1, 1867, inclusive, prior service as a 
cadet, as an enlisted man, or as a commissionei officer, and 
such service either iu the Regular Army or the volunteer 
torces as well before as after April 19, 1861, shall be credited 
in the computation ; and service in the Regular Army shall 
be counted for longevity in a subsequent service in the 
Volunteers, and vice versa. 

2. In computing longevity rations for service between 
March 2, 1°67, and July 14, 1870 (both dates inclusive), service 
only as a commissioned officer of the Regular Army, or of 
volunteers (after April 19, 1861), shall be counted, Service 
as an enlisted man or as a cadet, and service in volunteers 
prior to April 19, 1861, are excluded. 

3. In computing the 10 per cent. increase under the act of 
July 15, 1870, the same services shall be counted that are in- 
cluded in computations of longevity rations prior to March 


ri The act of June 18, 1878, does not restrict sections 1262 
and 1292, Revised Statutes. 

5. There is no statute of limitations applicable to these 
settlements. 

Nothing is required now for the settlement of the 
claims involved in this decision but an appropria— 
tion for their payment. The amount involved is so 
large that Congress may possibly give to them a 
limitation, as was done in some of the Navy claims 
last year. Yet it is clearly the duty of Congress to 
make the appropriation, for it is no longer ques- 
tioned that the accounting officers misinterpreted 
the longevity laws and deprived the claimants of 
salary due them, which should have been paid 
at the time it was earned. 

Under the Morton decision some officers have 
already received what was owing, and certainly all 
should have it. The work of adjusting the claims 
will necessarily be slow, for there are few clerks to 
spare from the current work for the purpose, and 
the Comptroller’s interpretation, cutting off the al- 
lowance for the period between 1867 and 1870, will 
cause complications that will greatly retard the pro- 
gress of the work. All officers (or their heirs) gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy, or who have served 
as enlisted men since 1838,and previous to the period 
covered by the Morton decision, with the exception 
of the period between March 2, 1867, and July 15, 
1870, are beneficiaries. Those officers who resigned 
from the Regular Army to enter the confederate 
service should also be excepted, for under Section 
3480, R. S., they cannot recover. Longevity pay 
for commissioned service only, the Comptroller 
holds, shculd be allowed during the three years re- 
ferred to. This will cut off only a small percent- 
age of the claims. A rough calculation in the 
Auditor’s Office places the total number of claims 
at nearly 2,500. They range from $50 to $7,000 
each. 








‘¢ MemoriAL Day—1889” occurred on Thursday, 
of this week, and there was certainly no apparent 
diminution in the patriotic observance of the day 
in all sections of the country. Indeed, as the years 


roll swiftly on, there seems to be an increase of fer- 
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vor on the part of those most interested in the oc- 
casion, for they have reached—most of them—that 
period of life which warns them that the end is not 
far off. From the memories of the day all bitter- 
ness has been eliminated and nought but a desire 
to do honor to the dead remains. 








THE WAR AND ITS COMPENSATIONS. 

COLONEL Bakr, in his paper on the costs and com- 
pensa‘ions of the war, to which we last week re- 
ferred, estimates the total cost of the war of 1861- 
65 at eight thousand millions of dollars ($8,000, - 
000,000), which represents the work of 2,270,000 
men for seven years, or that of one-third of the 
adult male population capable of bearing arms, for 
the period named. The total losses by death from 
disease and the casualties of battle during the war, 
on both sides, approached three quarters of a 
million, but from these should be properly deducted 
a number representing the probable total deaths 
among the same number of men under the condi- 
tions of peace. Coming to a consideration of the 
compensations of the war, Colonel Barr concludes 
that they are commensurate to the costs, great as 
they were. He omits, however, altogether from 
his calculations the great factor of increase in in- 
dividual manhood and capacity for accomplish- 
ment which has put s> many of the soldiers of the 
war, North and South, at the head in our great 
industrial enterprises. Taking the nation as a 
whole, no one who has studied into the matter can 
question that itis greater ia numbers, in wealth, 
in productive capacity, and in every element of 
supremacy than it would have been without the 
war, and this after making every allowance for 
losses resulting from the conflict. As Colonel 
Barr says: ‘“‘ The war destroyed lethargy and left 
our people with excited activities. The demonstra- 
tion of the Republie’s enduring strength aroused a 
confidence that caused hundreds of thousands of 
laborers from less favered lands to flock to our 
shores, who, making homes throughout the country 
and cultivating its virgin soil, largely increased 
our food products and created new markets for the 
productions of skilled labor, so that to-day, though 
all our ports were closed, we could live supremely 
content.” Ovlonel Barr might have added that the 
conditions of comfort for the average citizen have 
greatly improved. The tables in ‘ Hewe’s Citizen's 
Atlas,” which are brought down to 1887, show that 
the wages of labor have increased from thirty to 
sixty per cent. since the war, while the necessaries 
of life have decreased, sugar, butter wheat, 
salt, beef and pork, brown shirtings, Merrimac 
prints and moussellines de laines being tncluded in 
this computation. Our production of cereals and 
our manufactures have largely increased, as well 
as our importations and the duties upon them. 
The only thing in which we appear to have fallen 
off is in our shipbuilding and ship-carrying trades. 
The shipbuilding in the year of maximum depres- 
sion, 1886, was but one-half the amount in 1860, 
aud one-sixth of the amount in 1855. The Ameri- 
can carriage, which was in 1826 twelve times and 
in 1860 twice that of foreign carriage, was in 1887 
only one-sixth of the foreign carriage. 








THE United States section in Machinery Hall in 
the Paris Exposition is very largely devoted to the 
exhibitions of the inventions of Thomas Alva Edi- 
son. They refer to the electric telegrapb, the tele- 
phone, the microphone, the phonograph, metal- 
lurgical processes, and above all to electric light- 
ing, and the electrical transmission of power. The 
principal trophy in this exhibit consists of a gigan- 
tic lamp, built up within an iron framework, of no 
less than 20,000 ordinary incandescence lamps of 
which some in the centre are of colored glass and 
arranged in a loop in such a way as to give the 
effect of an incandescent filament when they are 
lighted. The phonograph installation will be on a 
scale never before attempted in Europe, and as this 
installation is in telegraphic communication with 
another one in the United States Miscellaneous Io- 
dustries Court, a great variety of interesting and 
very beautiful experiments will be conducted, car- 
ried out on the same lines as those which attracted 
se much attention a few months since in New York 
and Philadelphia. Near Reading, Pa., experiments 
are goon to be made with one of Edison’s most recent 
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inventions, known as the Edison concentrator, the 


from a mine and get rid of all dirt and earthy mat- 
ter that interferes with smelting, by means of a 
powerful magnet, so heavily charged as to draw 
the broken ore from its course through the machine 
into one channel, and the rock and other foreign 
elements contained in the ore are permitted to pass 
through another channel to the refuse pile. 








Tae Engineer despairingly inquires why it is 
that when it comes to spending twenty millions 
($100,000,000) in England on naval construction 
there is no agreement of opinion among experts as 
to how it should be spent. If the amount were to 
be devoted to the construction of railways or mer- 
chant steamers there would be no such disagree- 
ment of opinion. We can tell our English contem- 
porary where the difference is: railways and mer- 
chant steamers are not built to satisfy the require- 
ments of Boards of Admiralty, or the varying, con- 
flicting and irreconcilable opinions of those who are 
expected to make use of them. The civil con- 
structor or engineer is given the factors of the 
problem with which he has to contena and is left to 
work it out in his own way. Again, as the Engi- 
neer shows, we are without sufficient experience as 
to the exact requirements of naval warfare. To 
meet this difficulty it proposes to build an experi- 
mental warship anc subject it to the crucial test of 
actual attack from other vesse's. It says: 


For a comparatively small cutter. it would be possible to 
construct such a vessel as the monte on a scale, let us 
suppose, of 3ipn. to the foot. ttle, of course, weuld be 
needed but the bull, with its inclined deck, coal protection, 
and so on ; armor screens for the guns would be supplied, 
of course, and all the conditions would be m in mioia- 
ture to correspond to the real ship. As it would be desir- 
able that she should be in motion, she should be fitted with 
engines and propellers, which might very easily be ar- 
ranged to take care of themselves for, say, half-an-hour. 
Now, let a gunboat be fitted with ordnance which shou!d 
bear the same relation to the model Piemonte that the Ben- 
bow's guns would bear to the real Piemonte. be gun- 
boat and the model proceed to some convenient cruisin 

ground, with enough sea to make the model Piemonte ro 

to the same angle as the real ship would. Let a distance of 
a couple of milesintervene between the Piemonte and the 
gunboat. The engines of the latter could be started full 
speed abead and her crew could leave her. It requires no 
great inventive skill to arrange r controlled by clock - 
work, or even by the engines themselves, by which the 
helm of the model could put now to port, now to star- 
board, so tbat her course might be erratic, and calculated 
to give the gunboat trouble. Furthermore, at a certain fixed 
time, ber engines could be stopped automatically, in order 
that possession might be obtained of her again without diffi- 
culty. These conditions being fulfilled, let the gunboat open 
fire on the model, when, where, and how she could. 
Let the gunbvat and the model witbin 500 yards of 
each other, asd let the gunboat do all she could to sink the 
model. Weshould learn how mony hits were likely to be 
made, and a great deai of other information of a most 
valuable kind. If the model were not sunk, then subse- 
quent examination would show why. The part played by 
the sloping deck and the coal armor would be made clear. 

and much that is now doubtful about naval warfare would 
be put in a new and certain light. Subsequentiy the model 
might be tested to destruction, and fired at until she sank, 
and we sbould learn whether she sank by capsizing, or 
went down keel first. The cost of the model should not ex- 
ceed £:0,000. It would probably be much less, but the re- 
sult obtained would be very well worth the money. Again, a 
model ship ofthe Admiral class might be made, and, under 
similar conditions, attacked by an armament like, but re- 
dneed in proportion to that carried by the monte. It 
would very soon be seen whether the guns of the latter 
would suffice to sink the former or not. Three or four 
different types of ship might thus be tested. The entire 
outlay would not exceed ,000, or one quarter of a per 
cent. on the whole sum it 1s pro tospend. It certainly 
cannot be urged that this would be heedless extravagance. 





SECRETARY Proctor has finally decided that 
length of service instead of date of commission 
should be the governing factor in the selection of 
officers for retirement where promotions are in- 
volved. Following this conclusion he has ordered 
the retirement of Capt. Samuel McKeever, 2d Inf., 
and Capt. Gordon Winslow, 8th Inf. This gives a 
captaincy to ist Lieut. Augustus R. Egbert and one 
to ist Lieut. Henry P. Ray, after 28 years’ service, 
including volunteer. Had the rule of date of com- 
mission prevailed as beretofore Capt. Chas. Whea- 
ton, 28d Inf., would have been selected, as the com- 
mission of Lieut. F. L. Dodge, the senior 1st lieu- 
tenant of that regiment, who would be entitled to 
promotion, antedates both of the other Ist lieu- 
tenants named by nearly two years. There being 
still two vacancies on the limited list, it is not un- 
likely that Capt. Wheaton will be retired at an early 
date. In order that our Army readers may see how 
the new rule will operate, we again publish the 
‘awaiting retirement list,” corrected up to date. It 
now comprises 48 names, with the possible addition 
of two more—Capts. McDougall, 7th Cav., and 
Hinman, Engineer Corps, who are now before re- 
tiring boards. 








GENERAL Drum’s last day of active service was 
practically a reception day. Officers, clerks, mes- 
sengers, and laborers poured in upon him from the 
time he arrived at his office until he left early in 
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, the afternoon to pay their respects and wish him a, 
object of which is to concentrate the real ore dug long and happy life. Although 64 years of age he, 


is stillan active man, and it is not to be expected 
that he will remain in idleness. He simply gives 
up routine office work to become a farmer—an active 
one, too. Within a few miles of Washington he 
owns a large farm known as Langdum. Here he 
will pass the remainder of his days, improving not 
only his own farm but the vicinity. He is interested 
in the building up of the suburban territory in the 
vicinity of his country home. As president of an 
electric railroad company, he proposes to devote 
his energies to the construction of the road during 
the coming year in addition to his farming pur- 
suits. The delay in appointing General Drum’s 
successor is due to the absence of Secretary Proctor. 








SEVERAL important changes in high Navy com- 
mands will be made during the next few months. 
Acting Rear Admiral Greer will soon be relieved from 
command of the European Squadron and, it is re- 
ported, will be assigned as Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, relisving Captain Wm. T. Samp- 
son. Commodore Walker, it is generally believed, 
will succeed to the command of the European 
Squadron, and wili be given an Acting Rear Ad- 
miral’s commission. Commodore Montgomery 
Sicard also completes his second term as Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance in July next, and it is ex- 
pected will be given command of one of the new 
ships. There is considerable speculation as to the 
successors of Commodores Walker and Sicard, for 
there seems to be little likefihood that either of 
them will be reappointed for athird term. Com- 
mander Wm. M. Folger, at present in charge of the 
Gun Foundry at the Washington Navy-yard, is 
mentioned as the most likely successor to Commo- 
dore Sicard, and Captains Meade, Ramsay and 
Howison as possibilities. Captain Mahan, it 1s be- 
lieved, stands a very good chance for appointment 
as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 








A GENTLEMAN, who is familiar with all the facts, 
in a private letter says: ‘In Harper’s Pictorial His- 
tory of the War [ find a long account of the saving 
of Old Irousides by General Butler at Annapolis. 
This induces me to say that Adml. C. R. P. Rodgers 
said to me that she was never in danger, and con- 
sequently was not ‘saved’ by any one. At the time 
the Massachusetts men were attacked at Baltimore, 
the question came up at the Boston State House, by 
Governor Andrew. ‘How shall we get to 
Washington without going to Baltimore?’ 
L. M. Forbes asked R. B. Forbes, and he 
went to a chart store and got a chart of Chesa- 
peake Bay showing the surroundings. This 
chart he took to the Governor late one evening, 
and pointed out Annapolis as the best point to 
send General Butler and his troops. The Gov- 
ernor saw the point at once, rang his bell, called his 
aide, andsaid, ‘Telegraph to Butler to go from Havre 
de Grace to Annapolis.’ It was done, and so if the 
Constitution was saved it was done through tbis 
advice to Governor Andrews.”’

Tue Alta California does not think we need 
trouble ourselves about the Esquimalt furts, for, 
says our contemporary, ‘‘we have prompt railway 
communication with the Sound ports, both from 
the East, by the Northern Pacific, and from the 
South and East by the California and Oregon. We 
could promptly supply a Sound fleet and fill Wash- 
ington Territory with aland force that could cut 
the Canadian Pacific and isolate British Columbia 
while the great guns at Esquimalt would be as pow 
erless against us as they are against the moon.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


DECORATION DAY PARADE. 


TueE threatening weather and the slippery pave- 
ments materially interfered with ‘the Decoration 
Day parade of the Ist Brigade; still the regiments 
turned out in good strength, and the general ap- 
pearance was excellent, though by no means up to 
that on the occasion of the Centennial Parade a 
month ago. The streets were by no means crowded, 
and as fortunately no rain fell while the column 
was in march, umbrellas remained furled, and the 
sidewalks afforded good points of view. Perbaps 
the comparative smallness of the audience had some 
effect on the marching, but whatever the reason, 
the passage of the reviewing stand was not up tothe 
usuai high standard of the Ist Brigade. 

General Louis Fitzgerald rode at the bead of the 
lst Brigade, accompanied by a well-mounted and 
glittering staff. The brigade flag was carried by a 
mounted man from the Signal Corps, and was fol- 
lowed by a detachment of men from the same corps, 
the wen and horses showing remarkably well. Then 
Troop * A,” Capt. C. F. Roe, the only cavairy that 
New York possesses, rode by in three platoons. Its 
appearance and marching was wonderfully fine for 
so youtbtul an organization, and in every respects 
merits bigh praise. 

The 7tb Reet., Col. Clark, marched by with full 
ranks, and everything was donein the usual soldierly 
style of the 7th, but it was generally remarked tbat 
no one ever saw the regiment march worse. The 
customary fine alignments were the exception 
rather than the rule,and on this occasion the 7th 
failed to carry off the first bonors. 

The 69tb, Col. Cavanagb, looked remarkably well 
in its neat uniform, with white pants, and it pa- 
raded a tine body of wen. The step was confused 
by the band in itsrear,and the centre companies 
passed in ratber ragged style in consequence. 

The 8th, Col. Scott, turned out with white leg- 
gings, the officers wearing bigh boote. It made a 
very good passage—better, indeed, than most of the 
regiments. 

The 9th, Col. Seward, was headed by its big band 
iv red coats, white trousers and helmets. The regi- 
ment wore the State coat, white helmets and 
trousers, and the companies passed well, with last 
company the best. 

The 22d, Col. Camp, wore their blue uniforms and 
overcouts. it was out in force, as the ceremony of 
laying the cornerstone of its new armory was tu 
follow the parade. The regiment was the only one 
in the brigade that did itself justice. It's march- 
ing, alignments and distances were admirable and 
certainly excelled those of any other command. 

The 71st, Col. Kopper, made a five ay pearance, the 
men wearing white belmets and leggings. The fronts 
were rather small, but the passage was very band- 
somely made. 

Tbe 12th, Col, Barber, wore caps and overcoats, 
the last company, unfortuvately, being equipped 
with gray overcoats. The regimental staff was 
rather premature in ifs salute,and the carry was 
resumed in front of the reviewing stand. The 
warching was excellent and the fronts well pre- 
served, with the exception of the sixth company, 
which straggled by out of step and sadly out of 


line. 

The Ist Battery, Capt. Wendel, and the 2d, Capt. 
Wilson, looked remarkably good. Everything about 
them was as neat and soldierly as could be desired, 
and the cannoncers held themselves with perfect 
steadiness. 

Tbe Old Guard marched in rear of the brigade, 
and looked. as usual, very handsome. 

The coluwn started with commendable prompt- 
ness, and had passed the reviewing stand by 10.15 
A.M. The stand was occupied by Governor Hill and 
staff, Vice President Morton, Mayor Grant and 
Gen. O. O. Howard. 


The paradein Brooklyn was one of the finest held 
in that city for years. The first troops to arrive at 
the plave of assembly was Bat. F. 5th O. S. Art., from 
Fort Hamilton, arriving on the ground at 9.20 a. m. 
They were immediately followed by the U. s. 
Marines and detachments of sailors from the Navy- 
yard. Uncle Sam’s representatives made extra sure 
of being on the scene op time. The different organ- 
izations of the 2d Brigade were all at their specified 
positions early. lf President Harrison had followed 
suit, thousands of women and children, and many 
old veterrns besides the troops, would have been 
saved great fatigue and annoyance. A reviewing 
officer shonid certainly use all endeavors to be at his 
post of honor at the proper time. The parade was 
to bave started at 10.30 a. Mm. 1t was 12.37 when Presi- 
dent Harrison, accompanied by Secretary of the 
Navy Tracy and other gentlemen, arrived atthe 
point of review, and 2 minutes later the detachment 
of mounted police, heading the procession, rode by, 
followed by the grand marshal of the parade, his 
staffand aides, all of the G. A. R. The variety, 
manner and time of salutes rendered the President 
by these old veterans was truly ludicrous—mapny of 
them failed to salute at all. Bat. F, 5th U. 8. Art., in 
command of Maj. J. R. Brmcklé, next passed in ex- 
celleut shape—men and equipments presenting a 
most satisfactory appearance, despite their long 
journey previously. 

Much interest was centred in the naval brigade, in 
command of Captain J. A. Howell. First came the 
marines, six compapies of 16 files front, double rank, 
in command of Capt. E. P. Meeker, with good step, 
perfect fronts and distance. Nothing in the 
parade surpassed these sea soldiers, and the salutes 
of the officers were the best rendered in the parade. 
The distance of six yards from the reviewing point 
was most accurately judged. Each saluted at this 
distance, and they could not be more exact if the 
distance had been measured. Fourteen companies 
of blue jackets, 16 files front, double rank, in com- 
mand of Comdr. E. M. Shepard, followed, amid 
well-deserved epplause, with serviceable brown 
canvas leggins, carrying rifie, canteen and cartridge 
belt. They strode past with their accustomed free- 
dom of movement and sway, with splendid fronts. 
They were the most hardy and “ ready-for-busi- 
ness’’ looking crowd in the column, and betokened 
4 self-reliance which generally only those who serve 
on the sea attain, 

Next came the 2d Brigade New York, Brig.-Gen. 
Jomes McLecr, commanding. Staff—Lisut,-Col, J, B, 
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Frothingham, A. A. G.; Major Gustave A. Jaho, In- 
spector; Major George L. Fox, Inspector of Rifle 
Practice; Major Frank Lyman, Engineer; Major 
William Cary Sanger, Quartermaster; Major — 
Kinkel, Jr., Ordnance Officer; Major George 
Fowler, Surgeon; Major Almet F. Jenks, Judge 
Advocate; Major Fritz Brose. Commissary of Sub- 
sistence; Capt. Frederick T. Leigh, Signal Officer ; 
and Captains Francis D. Beard and Edward Annan, 
Jr., Aides-de-Camp.

. — organizations of the brigade marched past as 
ollows:

COMPANY BY-LAWS. 


Tue recent G. O. from the A. G. O., Albany, di- 
recting organizations having by-laws to forward 
copies thereof to the Judge Advocate General, 168 
Nassau street, New York City, bas brought to light 
a varied and curious collection. Some of the by- 
laws are somewhat antiquated, and one “old-timer” 
in particular has been io active service from the 
year 1854 to the present time. [tis the iutention of 
General Bartlett, after the samples areallin and 
bave been duly examined, to formulate an official 
set of company by-laws, and every company in the 
Guard will be governed by these same rules and no 
others. There may be afew minor details, such as 
dues, etc., left to the willof the company, but the 
general laws, relating to conduct of meetings, re- 
cruits, ete., will be clearly defined. Heretofore, the 
records of the Judge-Advocate’s Department have 
not been kept in the best of shape, and on the sub- 
ject of by-laws there is no record of what by-laws 
have been submitted or approved. There is nothing 
official in relation to tbis matter that the present 
Judge-Advocate can referto. There are also other 
details heretofore overlooked. General Bartlett in- 
tends to introduce a little necessary reform and run 
his branch of the service with some system, and for 
the best interests of the service. The matter of 
company by-laws isan important one, and on which 
there has been much variance; and there is no 
reason why the general rules should not be pre- 
scribed officially.

The Gatling 
guns are said to be in good condition, 
armament of the batteries is said to be of little account. 

The substitution of the 3 inch rifle recently adopted by the 
United States Government 1s suggested. On the subject of 
dress uniforms the adjutant-geueral says the appearsnce of 
the Guard in places where it comcs in contact with the 
troops of other States clad iu fine dress uniforms has inten. 
sified the desire for a new and better outfit than now worn. 
The service uniform auswers the demands of camp and ar- 
mory duty, but on occasions of parade and display some- 
thing better than his working clothes is coveted by the 
Guardsman. The idea of allowing each regimental organi 
zation to adopt its own dress uniform, subject to the ap- 
proval of superior headquarters, has merit in it. 

- Of the brigade encampments the adjutant-general says 
there was murked improvement as compared with that of 
the previous encampment. Marches to and from camp are 
commended. The entertainment of visitors at encampments 
is discouraged, as being prejudicial to the service. Encamp- 
ments are neither picnics nor summer resorts. Kegimental 
encampmeats are recommended this year. 

The adjutant general closes his report by recommending 
that companies marching to and from camp be allowed 
commutation in cash equal to the expenses of railroad 
pe eee lp and one or two days’ additional pay. The 
mingling of Regular and National Guard troops is declared 
to be advantageous to the latter and the suggestion is made 
that the three cavalry troops and batteries join the Regular 
cavalry companies and batteries that propose to camp in 
this State this year. 

The State Fencibles Battalion, Major W. W. Chew, cele- 
brated its 76th anniversary May 25. At 4 o’clock the bat- 
talion assembled at its armory, and started on its anniver 
sary parade, attracting much attention asit passed down 
Chestout street. After the street parade followed a dress 
parade. The corps from which the battalion was formed 
was organized May 26, 1813, and bas had a continuous exist- 
ence since, taking part in all events of any note. Major 
Chew has selected a plot of ground, 25 acres in extent, just 
south of Bristol, for the encampment of bis battalion. Dr. 
A. P. Bloomer bas been appointed assistant surgeon, vice 
Dr. Dwight, resigned. 

The right wing of the Ist Penn. N.G. assembled in the 
armory for inspection, battalion drill and guard mount, on 
Monday, May 13. At the assembly there were many men 
who fell in after the companies were formed, and 
at the Ist sergeant’s cali the latter were slow to 
respond to the adjutant. The battalion was omeny 
formed by the adjutant and turned over to Col, 
W. P. Bowman. Intbe formation the third company was 
halted on the line instead of in the rear of it. In marching 
in column of fours but very few ranks kept the proper dis- 
tance of 32 inches, but all the men covered well, especially 
the file-closers.

The tactics, page 371, di- 
rect that the corpora! of the old guard “ takes command 
when. the last one of the old sentinels is relieved, changing 
places with the corporal of the new guard.” ‘This is ex 
plicit, and implies the command by the corporal of the pew 
guard until bis sentinels are posted. Therefore we think 
the corporal should give the command carry arms, and 
Offer the salute, and that the sergeant should come to carry 
arms atthe command. The fact of bis superior rank would 
= indicate the impropriety.of bis accompany png the 
relief.

On July 14 Sir Arthur Hood hands over the post 
of Firet Lord, and goes on the retired list.

Tue Sultan bas given orders for the creation of a 
Turkish regiment of Chasseurs or sharpshooters, the 
first that will bave been enrolled in the service. 
The uniform has been designed, and exercises have 
been appointed under German advice. 

Aw English womap is responsible for the sugges- 
tion that with other improvements to theatre seats, 
there be an arrangement by which they can be sunk 
through a trap in the floor into asalocn below so 
that men can go out between the acts and see a man 
without treading on the toes of all the women 
seated near them.
